Dear Editor: 

The present councilmanic 
elections in Sierra Madre 
are the most lively of re¬ 
cent memory and as in any 
contest for public office the 
quaiifications and points of 
view of the aspirants are 
rightiy subject to examina¬ 
tion and question. Oc¬ 
casionally the zeal of sup¬ 
porters or opponents of par¬ 
ticular candidates exceed 
the bounds of propriety and 
fair play. With this in mind 
1 feel compelled to extend a 
criticism of some aspects of 
the pre.sent campaign. 

In your past issue a letter 
signed by “Stifbak” chal¬ 
lenged the fitness of Mrs. 
Susan Sidle as a council- 
woman because of the 
single fact of membership 
in the League of Women 
Voters. By citing the advo¬ 
cacies of one member of the 
League some 20 to 40 years 
ago plus one position the 
League has taken in recent 
years (one position among 
thous 2 inds) the person 
identifying him.self as “Stif¬ 
bak” concludes that Mrs. 
Sidle is unfit. Although the 
reasoning is difficult if not 
impossible to follow, clearly 
the attempt is made to 
establish some sort of guilt 
by association. Mrs. Sidle’s 
view on such ancient issues 
as the Spanish Civil War 
hardly seem pertinent to 
competency in handling city 
affairs, but point here is 
that “Stifbak” is not con¬ 
cerned with Mrs. Sidle’s 
views but with the advo¬ 
cacies thirty years ago of 
one member of an organiza¬ 


tion of which sne is now a 
member. 

I do not know of Mrs. 
Sidle’s view regarding the 
points brought up nor ap¬ 
parently does “Stifbak” 
since he does not go into 
her views; for him remote 
and Indirect association ob¬ 
viously suffices. 

Most of us today belong 
to organizations, trade as¬ 
sociations, fraternal organi¬ 
zations, churches, political 
parties, labor unions, etc. 
and surely each of us can¬ 
not be held responsible for 
every action of all other 
members. We are account¬ 
able for our own actions 
and points of view only. 

The other aspect of this 
thing that gives pause is 
the issue of anonymity. 
When proffering political 
and social philosophies con¬ 
ceivably a peculiar logic 
could be constructed to 
justify the use of anony¬ 
mity. But, when, from un¬ 
der cover of the anonymous 
pen-name, an attack is di- 
rectrsi toward an individual, 
an attack which is tanta¬ 
mount to character assas¬ 
sination by implication and 
association without evi - 
dence, regardless of how 
crude and sloppy its execu¬ 
tion, then such action clear¬ 
ly smacks of the hooded 
sheet; the poison pen.

Dear Editor: 

I have thought for some 
time of writing a few lines 
to you, and you may pub¬ 
lish them if you like — 
please withhold my name. 

The "Civil Rights” ques¬ 
tion has occupied the press 
and public mind for a long 
time. It is very difficult in 
an important issue like this 
involving the races to ap¬ 
proach it in an impartial 
manner. If you are colored 
you cannot — if white you 
will not. So where are we 
in between? 

The Negro people main¬ 
tain they were emancipated 
100 years ago and they 
don’t have their place in 
society yet, that is, an 
equality with the white 
people, as to employment, 
they claim discrimination, 
as to facilities for educating 
their children, they say they 
are legislated against. 

In 100 years they have not 
trained their young people 
to compete in a Free Enter¬ 
prise system to any great 
extent, therefore, with few 
exceptions, menial work is 
their lot. 

Now in recent years a few

Four hundred years ago, give or take a few, Sir Thomas 
Gresham propounded a “law” that bad money drives out 
good: that when there are two forms of currency, one 
with a high intrinsic value and the other without, the public 
will tend to hoard the former and spend the latter. 

Sir Thomas’ law seems still to be working. According 
to banks federal and local, the more the new “sandwich” 
coins with their minimum amount of silver are put into 
circulation, the more the old high-content silver pieces dis¬ 
appear. The Federal Reserve Bank of Kansas City, for in¬ 
stance, has not had an unmutilated silver half dollar come 
back to it scoffers in 18 months. 

Nobody knows exactly why this is happening, and a 
congressional committee is looking into the case. Unfor¬ 
tunately it is a little late to call Sir Thomas Gresham as 
an expert witness. 

A Notable Experiment 

The rising incidence of crime on public transit vehicles 
in many cities has been paralleled by a rising demand on 
the part of riders and operators for some adequate means 
of protection. At least one California community has taken 
what seems to bo a very realistic step towards providing it. 

The City Council of the City of Commerce, in Southern 
California, recently authorized installation of two-way radios 
in each of the city’s buses. The system provides instant 
communication between each bus and the city’s administra¬ 
tive offices, as well as with the sheriff and the fire de¬ 
partment. In case of violence on the bus, help can be sum¬ 
moned quickly, and that very fact should in itself serve 
as a deterrent. In addition, the bus driver can notify proper 
officials of any accident or fire on his route. 

This two-way public safety project is a credit to the 
City of Commerce. It no doubt will be watched with 
interest by many other California communities. 

New Economics 

The more we think about President Johnson’s proposals 
for financing guns AND butter in the coming year, the 
more confused we get. Just a year or so ago he gave us the 
happy news that we could stimulate the economy and 
raise millions more in federal revenue by cutting taxes on 
phone calls, autos, etc. The economy did seem to boom, 
from all reports. 

In the State of the Union address, however, he said 
that in order to raise millions more in federal revenues we 
should INCREASE taxes on telephone calls, autos, etc.
